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1110. MEDICAL AND DENTAL STUDENTS. 


Routine Order No. 772, of July 6th, 1918, is cancelled and 
the following substituted therefor;- 


-« DRAFTED MEN WITH UNDER-GRADUATE STANDING IN MEDICINE AND DEMISTRY. 


1. tm view of the necessity of providing professionally trained 
officers for the Army Medical Corps and the Canadian Army Dental corps, 
the following practice will be followed in the case of men drafted 
under the Military Service Act, who have, at the time that they re- 
ported or hereafter report for duty, bona fide under-graduste stand- 
ing at a recognized professional school. 


2e They will, after reporting for duty at the Depot Battalion, 
be transferred from the same to the Army Medical Corps Training 
Depot or the Canadian Army Bontal Corps, as the case may be, in the 
District in which they have reported for duty, if their professional 
training is to continue in that District, or in some other District 
in other cases, or if such a course is found more convenient to follow. 


3-e During any regular or special session of the approved pro- 
fessional school, which they are to attend, they will be ordered to 
attend accordingly and will be shown “on command" by their unit. 
They will receive pay, will wear uniform and will be subject to 
military duty. 


4. During such time as the approved professional school, which 
they are required to attend, is not in session, they will be re- 
quired to do duty with their unit, or may be detailed for duty @s an 
interne in e hospital or institution, on the same conditions a 
‘those upon which attendance at a professional school is directed. 


5. Men "on command" in attendance at a professional school, or 
in an institution, will perform such strictly military training as may 
be Ree raas® by arrangement between the General officer Commanding 
and the head of the school or institution, and arrangements will 
be made for obtaining reports from the latter as to their conduct 
and progress, both progessional and military. If the reports on 
any man are not satisfactory, he may be recalled and re-transferred 
from his unit to the Depot Battalion 


6. On the satisfactory conclusion of their professional train- 


ing they may be recommended for commissioned rank in the corps 
concernede 
ll. DRAFTED MEN WITH MATRICULANT STANDING BUT NOT YST REGISTERED 


IN MEDICINE OR DENTISTRY. 


1. Arrangements are being made for the selection of a restricted 
number of matriculants who have not hed any professional medical wor 
dental training, who will be required to attend approved medical and 
dental schools in order to fit them for commissions in the Arm 
Medical Corps and the Canadian Army Dental Corps at the conclusion 
of their professional training. The selection will be made by the 
Paculties of Medicine or Dentis jiry of approved schools to each of 
which a quota of students for first year training will be alloted. 
Officers Commanding Depot Battalions will receive applications or 
will select matriculants of good ability and with such qualifications 
aS will make them likely to be efficient medica& and dental officers, 
and will submit to District Officers Commanding full particulars of 
their names, ages and scholastic recoris, with a report upon the 
qualifications of each for consideration and the transmission to 
Headquarters of such as he approves, not exceeding 1% of the rank 
and file in pay in the District. These will then be submitted to 
the Faculties of Medicine or Dentistry in order that the latter 
maiy select their quota from among them. Requests subsequently re- 
ceived from medical or dental faculties for personal interviews 
with the men concerned will be granted immediately.

2. This order will be brought to the attention of all ranks, 
and facilities will be afforded to men to whom Section l, para- 
graphs 1 to 6 apply, immediately to advance their professional 
training. Metriculants selected foy the purpose of commencing 
@ medical or dental course will not be included in drafts with- 
out further instructions from Headquarters, but will remain on duty 
with their Depot Battalions until their selection, when they will 
be dealt with in all respects in the same way as men with bona 
fide under-graduate standing of & recognized professional school. 


111. VOLUNTEERS. 


The privileges granted by this order, as above, are ex- 
tended to include men who have volunteered for service since the 
passing of the Military Service Act. 


1¥. OTHER RANKS WHO HAVE BEEN RETURNED FROM OVERSEAS #0 COMPLETE 
THEIR MEDICAL OR DENTAL STUDIES. 


Other ranks who ha¥e been returned from Overseas to com- 
plete their studies in medicine or dentistry and have been dis- 
Charged May, from the lst of September, 1913, if of the rank 
of private on discharge, be re~enlisted in the A.M.C. Depot or 
Dental Corps, of their District as privates. If they were 
serving as N.C.0s in the C.A-M.C. or Dental Corps at the time of 
discharge they may be re-enlisted in the rank held at Discharge 
and continue their studies as laid down in paragraph 1. If of 
non=commissioned rank in services other than A.M.C. or Dental 
Corps they may be taken on the strength of the District Depot 
supernumerary to establishment in the ranks whiéh they held at 
discharge. During the periods not spent in professional studies 
they will be attached to an appropriste unit for military duty. 


Ve OTHER RANKS NOW RETURNING OR HERAFTER TO RETURN FROM OVERSEAS 
to complete their professional studies are allowed the foll- 
owing options. 


(a) Discharge (subject to the provisions of the Military 
service Act), to continue their professional studies, subject 
to the proviso that they may be required to serve as officers 
in the A.M.C. or Dental Corps. 

(b) If of the C.A.M.C. or Dental Corps be taken on strength 
supernumerary to establishment of the A.M.C+- Depot or Dental 
Corps of the District retaining rank. 

If of other services than above, if a private be trans- 
ferred to A.M.C. or Dental Corps, if & non<commissiono@ officer, 
be taken on strength of the District Depot, retaining rank, 
supernumerary to estabaishment, subject to the proviso that they 
be required to serve as officers in the A.M.C. or Dental Corps, 
when not engaged in professional studies will be attached to 
an appropriate unit for duty.
